Mehl, who was well known too, but not very much 


liked by patrons of the cafe, was conceited and in- 
different in his manner to men, and generally t»c- 
tuous in his manner with ladies. It was this latteK. 
trait which seems to have beea his undoing. As is 
usual in such cases, there were several conflicting ac- 
counts of the shooting, but the general impression 
seems to have been that Mehl had offended one of 
the gentlmen by some remark he had made to one 
of his lady gnests. Overturning his chair, the mur- 
derer had taken Mehl by «ne of his ears, and after 
shaking him well, had shot him behind the other ear, 
saying; "In the name of the American People— go 
where you belong." 


He then made his way out of the restaurant, with 


a revolver in each hand, and jumped into a waitinf 
hansom, saying to the cabman, "Drive for your life 
to the Fiftieth Street station—* murder has been 
committed," 


His friends who were left behind refused to fire 


his name, but that proved to be unnecessary, as, on 
arriving at the Fiftieth Street station, he gave hirf. 
self np at the desk for murder, calmly handing th« 
sergeant his revolver, and giving his name as Rich- 
ard Ogden-Dodge. of Riverview, Westchester County.
